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School Board OKs 
Supt. Kudlak for 
another 2 years

After a closed-door session at the end 
of the meeting on Monday, the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
extended the contract of School Supt. Pete 
Kudlak for two years, through June 30, 
2021. 

The board also approved a salary of 
$140,000 for the 2018-19 school year, 
up from $132,600 this school year. 
Nothing else in his contract changed, 
according to Pam Johnson, assistant to the 
superintendent. 

At its Dec. 11 meeting, the school 
board gave Supt. Kudlak an evaluation of 
“effective” in his job performance for the 
period of July-December 2017. 

In other business at Monday’s two-and-a- 
half-hour meeting, the board: 

e Approved purchase of 50 laptop 
computers for administrators from Presidio 
Networked Solutions Group, LLC, at a cost 
of $45,850 from the Technology Budget. 
Sean Garland, Network/IT Director, 
explained the district has been replacing, 
out-of-date computers for staff over the last 
few years and this purchase is to refresh 
the computers the administrators have 
that are five to seven years old. He said 
39 laptops are for present administrators 
and counselors, but he asked for up to 50 
to cover new hires. Cost is $917 each and 
includes docking stations so they can be 
run as desktops or mobile; 

e Heard a lengthy update on the district’s 
strategic plan, presented by Supt. Kudlak, 
with information given by 11 other district 
staff members. Then, Kudlak answered 
many questions that were sent online, 
mostly from school board members; 

e Was honored with certificates and a 
Recognition Resolution passed by the 
Wayne County Regional Educational

VBT commission hears report on toxic landfill permit

David Brownlee, chairman of the 
Van Buren Township Environmental 
Commission, said at the commission’s Jan. 
17 meeting that he wanted to talk about the 
interest generated by a Detroit Free Press 
writer concerning US Ecology’s hazardous 
waste landfill permit application in Van 
Buren Township. 

“We talked about this in October,” 
Brownlee reminded the commission. “Let 
me try to summarize.” 
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He said every five years US Ecology 
(formerly EQ) seeks renewal of its license 
to operate and looks at the things that could 
be upgraded to include in the paperwork. 
(The operation is called Michigan Disposal 
Waste Treatment Plant.) 

US Ecology requested an additional waste 
stream for cleaning contaminated earth, for 
a project that has a specific fingerprint, he 
said. 

“They want to posture themselves to 
be in a better position for Super Fund 
cleanups,” he said. And, they want to be 
able to offload into an expanded enclosed 
area so the trucks can move on, he said. 

“They’ve been able to treat dioxins,” 
Brownlee said. “This is not a new toxin. 
The waste stream is new, from a cleanup in 
Lansing.” He said the materials have some 


dioxins, but only certain levels are allowed 
in the landfill. 

“The Free Press writer went to a dictionary 
and found...” dioxin, Brownlee said. The 
headline of his story read: “Michigan 
waste facility seeks OK to treat dioxins, 
among ‘most toxic man-made chemicals’ .” 

Then the social media picked it up and 
people became angry. 

Brownlee said they can more safely 
treat the stuff they’re treating sitting in an 
enclosure. And, they want an additional 
groundwater monitoring well. 

The waste comes in all kinds of approved 
containers and the new process to treat it in 
place is safer, he said. They are asking for 
changes in the treatment. 

“It’s unfortunate, he called me,” Brownlee

I’m letting go of downtown Romulus 
after 30 years: 1987-2017. 

Please ask the Romulus Police 
Department to stop alienating customers 
from Downtown Romulus, the way they 
have alienated millions of motorists from 
what became known as “the area’s most- 
notorious speed trap” on Eureka Road, the 
south side of Metro Airport.

For the back story, please read on. 

To the Merchants on Goddard in 
downtown Romulus, as well as the east 
end (Goddard and Wayne) and the west 
end (Goddard and Huron River Drive, aka 
“5S Points”): 

The end of the story is I’m saying 
goodbye after 30 years of visiting 
downtown Romulus. 

Many times when customers disappear, 
they do just that, disappear never to be 
seen again. Due to my long-term presence 
in the area, I felt an obligation to share 
my thoughts with downtown merchants. 
The reason I’ve decided to discontinue my 
visits to the downtown district has nothing 
to do with the merchants! Interactions with 
the merchants has always been a pleasant 
experience. 

So, what happened? 

Honestly, I don’t feel welcome anymore. 
One encounter (after 30 years) with a 
young upstart, slightly over-zealous, 
Romulus police officer anxious to impress 
his supervisor and the “process” that 
followed, did me in. Out of a long-term, 
deep-seated respect for all first responders, 
I’ve decided not to publish this young 
upstart’s name. Instead, I’m focusing on a 
few of the “cues” I picked up on during the 
traffic stop, the “process” and the search 
for understanding. 

The beginning of the story 

On a mid-September 2017 day, after 
visiting a downtown merchant, I was on 
my way back home. A Romulus police 
officer was apparently following me 
westbound on Huron River Drive for, I’d 
say, about 60 seconds. The young officer 
seemed quite proud of himself to write 
me a ticket and expressed a desire to 
“impress his supervisor” (his words). I 
sensed no appreciation for my efforts to 
proceed briefly to a safe turnout, off the 
roadway for HIS personal safety. I was 
quite amazed at the very quick turnaround 
time; the officer returned to my car with a 
computer-generated ticket. In 30 years of 
“neighboring” Romulus, I never felt the 


need to understand the volume of tickets 
being written in Romulus or the process 
needed to mass produce tickets. I now have 
a $170 reason to educate myself. 

Let’s take a step back to 2009, to the 
Eureka Road speed trap, south side of 
the Metro Airport. 

The short stretch of Eureka Road between 
the south exit of Metro Airport and I-275 
had become a hotspot of controversy due to 
a daily speed trap manned by the Romulus

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police department. Referencing an article 
posted on mlive.com dated 2/10/2010, 
in 2009 26,098 tickets were handed 
out, averaging 483 tickets per officer. In 
round numbers if all fines were assessed 
at $170 (I’m sure some were higher and 
some may have been lower), 26,098 x 
$170 = $4,436,660. That’s $4+ million! 
With a healthy percentage coming back to 
Romulus. 

This went on until 2015 when the speed 


limit was increased by 10 miles per hour, 
from 45 to 55 mph. Say, $26,098 for six 
years following 2009 (26,098 x 6 years =) 
156,588 tickets x $170 = $26,619,960. 
This revenue became very lucrative for 
the City of Romulus. A line item entry 
on the Romulus budget, between 3 to 4 
million dollars in revenue per year, has 
become an ongoing, regular “mandate” for 
years. Post 2015, Eureka Road has become 
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Family Owned & Operated For 40 Years!

much less lucrative for Romulus police 
officers, due to a 10 mph increase in the 
speed limit. With the loss of revenue from 
Eureka Road, new areas must be sought, 
while the budget mandates have had to 
decline. (See Romulus budget numbers.) 

Sustainability for a healthy Romulus 

economy? 

How many “not-so” friendly “Welcome to 
Romulus” tickets (as I call them), courtesy 
of the Romulus PD, should the local 
small business community be expected to 
endure? Please read on ... Approximately 
156,588 tickets handed out in a six-year 
period. If each ticket recipient tells 10 of 
their friends, about a negative Romulus 
experience, and each of those share with 
10 of their friends. That could be as many 
as 15 million people. With today’s social 
media, word travels at lightning speeds. I 
see this as a self-inflicted Romulus public 
relations quagmire. 

Blurred Lines - Public Safety Officer 

or Revenue Agent? 

With the Romulus budget having arevenue 
line item labeled “Fines and Forfeits” 
between $3 million and $4 million for 
several years, does it put undue pressure on 
the police force to become revenue agents? 
On a side note, one of my first questions 
at the court house hearing was to see the 
back-up documentation from the radar gun. 
There was none! I have since read, police 
officers, by law, are not required to show 
any radar proof during the traffic stops, 
which I can understand a police officer not 
wanting to allow a person inside the police 
car. Apparently, radar numbers are hand 
entered into the computer and thus printed 
on the ticket (in Romulus). 

With today’s technologies, coupled with 
the millions of dollars of ticket revenue, 
I would think the radar guns would have 
direct printer support, line-of-sight picture, 
verifiable speeds, plus weather conditions. 
The computers and printers are already 
in the police vehicles capable of mass- 
producing tickets. Would not the police 
department want their officers to appear as 
accountable as possible? 

Has the Romulus PD created its own 

“Cottage” Industry? 

Has the “Romulus PD,” and as an adjunct 
the resident “34th District Court” morphed 
into their own cottage industry taking in 
multi-millions of dollars per year? Has 
the mass production of tickets “artificially 
inflated” the burden on the local 34th 
District Court to the point the court now 
wants/needs a new larger facility? 

Romulus plans to finance ($17 million) 
to build the new building, then continue 
the hybrid landlord/tenant relationship 
with the 34th District Court. (See attached 
article - 9/28/17 issue of Belleville-Area 
Independent.) The court adds a $20 
“funding fee” to each fine to cover the 
court’s operating costs. 

The burning question of 
“Sustainability”? 


Is the current path of funding by traffic 
fines ahealthy “sustainable” road to follow? 
Has the Romulus police department yearly, 
3 to 4 million dollar revenue mandate, 
created an unfair competitive environment 
with the local small business community? 

I reflect on the downtown business 
district that has undergone a total 
makeover from the underground utilities 
to the top of the light poles and yet, many 
of the same buildings remain vacant. I 
reflect back to the underlying pressures 
on the police department and the young 
upstart. When 3 to 4 million dollars in fines 
yearly is mandated in the budget, it clouds 
everything else in the downstream process 
to raise those millions. I’m sure there’s 
other reasons for downtown vacancies, I 
just don’t think competition with the police 
department should be one of them. I’ve 
seen the City of Westland inviting people 
and promoting their Christmas shopping 
experience. Is the Romulus direction 
“sustainable” to encourage small business 
downtown and build customer traffic? You 
be the judge.

Brownlee said he gave a response that said 
nobody wants a landfill, but it’s been here 
a long time and the township has to be 
vigilant. 

Brownlee said there will be a public 
hearing before they make a decision, but 
that might not even be this year. He said 
that’s what Kimberly Tyson of MDEQ told 
him. 

He said the Jan. 12 deadline stated for 
asking for a public hearing is the wrong 
date, according to Tyson and people can 
still ask for a public hearing before the 
required final public hearing.

Public Services Director Matthew Best 
said the agreement said the township 
supervisor would talk with US Ecology 
first with any concerns before going 
public. If that agreement was violated and 
the township damaged its chance to get its 
license renewed, US Ecology could rescind 
the host community agreement, Best said. 

Commissioner Tony Gibson said the 
commission is a volunteer group that 
makes recommendations. The members 
can speak out as homeowners, but not as 
part of the group. 

Brownlee said, it’s almost business as 
usual. Every five years they renew their 
license with some changes. 

Belleville Lake drawdown 

In other business at the Jan. 17 meeting, 
the commission discussed at length the 
proposed 5’-6’ drawdown of Belleville 
Lake in 2019. Brownlee issued homework 
assignments to commissioners to seek out 
all aspects of drawdowns on lakes and send 
them to him as soon as possible. 

“We need an action list, talk to the Yacht 
Club, Belleville, Sandy’s. Let’s make it 
organized, not chaotic. ... This is going to 
be no small task,” he said. 

Best provided a large packet of 
photocopies of information on drawdowns 
at other lakes. He said, if this commission 
wants to do the drawdown, the sooner it 
says so, the better. 

He said there is a deadline: after it’s 
cold in 2019, when it’s over and there’s a 
pizza party for the volunteers. He talked 
about matching T-shirts for volunteers that 
say “Belleville-Van Buren Township, We 
Care.”

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Belleville City Council votes 2%

After a closed-door session at the end of 
its Jan. 16 regular meeting, the Belleville 
City Council went back into open session 
and unanimously approved a 2% increase in 
pay for police officers from Jan. 1 to Dec. 
31, 2018. 

Councilman Tom Smith was absent. 

The council also voted to extend the 
Michigan Association of Fire Fighters 
Labor Agreement that expired at the end of 
December. 

The agreement was extended from Jan. 1 to 
March 31 and then will be extended 30 days 
at a time, as needed. 

This is while a committee is studying the 
fire department operations in the city. 

The committee was set up when a large 
number of residents showed up at a city 
council meeting to protest Mayor Kerreen 
Conley’s proposed agreement with Van 


Buren Township to take over operation of 
the city’s fire service and emergency medical 
care. 

The original proposal was for VBT to take 
over as of Jan. 1. 

In other business at the Jan. 16 meeting, 
the council: 

e Held a four-minute public hearing on 
the 2018 federal Community Development 
Block Grant funds, approximately $48,807, 
and then voted to accept the proposed 
budget. City Manager Diana Kollmeyer 
said of those funds, $9,830 is for senior / 
disabled transportation; $33,096 for ADA 
Public Facilities Projects, with possible 
security measures for the kayak launch, if 
allowed, or amenities in Doane’s Landing 
Park; $1,000 for senior chore services; and 
$4,881 for program administration and 
strategic planning. City Manager Kollmeyer 
said this is $9,000 less than what the city 
normally gets. It has 18 months to spend the 
2018 total;

e Heard Kollmeyer say the money 
donated by the Belleville Area Chamber 
of Commerce for the golf outing has been 
set aside and earmarked for needs of the 
veterans’ memorial; 

e Held a three-minute public hearing on 
repeal of ordinance #10-004 that authorized 
the establishment of medical marijuana 
dispensaries and medical marijuana 
facilities in the City of Belleville. Planning 
Commissioner Mike Renaud said there is 
another ordinance that spelled out how they 
should be operating and he wondered if that 
shouldn’t be repealed, too, since there could 
be a conflict. The mayor said they would 
check with the city attorney. The council 
unanimously approved repealing Ordinance 
10-004. Councilman Smith was absent; 

e Turned over to City Manager Kollmeyer 
for review the proposed 2018 Strawberry 
Festival Responsibility Policy and the 2018 
Strawberry Festival Administrative Policy. It 
was stated that these are the same as last year 
with only the dates changed. Kollmeyer will 
bring the policies back to the council with a 
recommendation; 

e Discussed upgrades to the way the 
Council Meeting Follow-up List is laid out. 
Councilman Jesse Marcotte, in reference to 
Doane’s Landing Park seawall repairs, said 
the DNR has four grants with a maximum 
award of $25,000 with early deadlines. 
He said the city needs an updated Parks 
and Recreation Master Plan to qualify. 
Kollmeyer said the last Parks and Rec. 
Master Plan was done by the city’s planners 
so everything required is in there. She said 
she believes Hennessey Engineers has been 
looking for grants right along. Building 
Official Rick Rutherford said he would be 
willing to attend a two-hour meeting on the 


grants, but wanted someone else from Parks 
to attend with him. Councilman Marcotte 
also asked that the Fire Department study be 
put on the Follow-up List; 

e Approved accounts payable of $241 503.60 
and the following purchases in excess of 
$500: to R&R Truck Repair, $1,413.54 for 
fire truck repair; and to Wise Technologies, 
$607.50 for computers/phones for the police 
department; 

e Heard Parks and Recreation Commissioner 
Jeff Vernon ask for a line item for Parks and 
Rec. so they would have the possibility of 
raising their own funds. He said this may be 
too soon to ask since there are no officers 
yet, since the commission recently had two 
commissioners appointed. The three-person 
committee was scheduled to meet Jan. 22 
after several years of not meeting; 

e Heard Councilman Tom Fielder tell of a 
scheduled meeting of Growth Works with the 
administrator of the Wayne County Juvenile 
Detention Facility. Fielder said there are a lot 
of problems, including the facility taking six 
months to file reports on juveniles. He said 
when officers bring in juveniles, on petition 
from the court or prosecutor, sometimes 
they have to sit and wait because the staff 
shuts down at lunch time. If a juvenile needs 
medical care, the police officer has to take 
the juvenile to a medical facility and then 
bring the child back. Belleville Police Chief 
Hal Berriman said the previous week they 
refused to take the child from the officer; and 

e Heard Belleville High School senior 
Bradley Williams tell about the robotics 
competition that will bring an estimated 

1,000 people to town on March 23 and 24. 
Spectators are invited to BHS to watch the 
competition and the robotics club is seeking 
donations to help with the project.

Sumpter couple 
arraigned on murder 
charges in Romulus 


The couple that fled to Georgia to avoid 
murder charges levied in the Jan. 1 death 
of the woman’s four-year-old daughter 
were arraigned Saturday in 34th District 
Court in Romulus by Magistrate Elizabeth 
DiSanto. 

They were present by video from the 
lock up. Magistrate DiSanto entered not 
guilty pleas for them and ordered them 
held without bond. 

They are scheduled for their probable 
cause conferences at the court on Jan. 31 
and their preliminary exams on Feb. 7. 

Magistrate DiSanto marked their files as 
“mental health” so they can receive mental 
health services in custody. 

Candice Renea Diaz, 24, and Brad Edward 
Fields, 28, are charged with the death of 
Gabrielle Barrett. Sumpter Police reported 
multiple traumatic injuries including 
burns all over the little girl’s extremities. 
The medical examiner labeled the death a 
homicide on Jan. 3. 

Both Diaz and Fields are charged with: 

e Count 1: Homicide - Felony Murder 

e Count 2: Homicide - Murder - Second 
Degree 

e Count 3: Child Abuse - First Degree 

e Count 4: Torture 

Fields also was charged as a habitual 
offender. 

They were arrested on I-75 in Georgia, 
Jan. 9, reportedly on the way to Fields’ 
grandfather’s home in Florida. 

Diaz also had a warrant out for her arrest 
for violation of probation. She had been 
arrested for altering identification marks 
on firearms and possession of prescription 
forms. 

Fields’ attorney Timothy Wrather asked 
the magistrate for a cash bond, but that 
was denied. Diaz had no attorney present 
and was signed up for a court-appointed 
attorney.
